Our  gardens  are  situated  on  a 
paved  road,  one  half  block  east  of  the  new  Portland-Oregon  City 
highway,  which  is  one  block  south  of  the  interurban  crossing  at 
Jennings  Lodge. 

If  you  live  too  far  away  to  drop  in  on  us,  try  visiting  by  letter. 
We  are  always  glad  to  receive  letters,  and  are  pleased  to  answer 
all  questions  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  We  grow  a  great  many 
choice  plants  in  quantity  too  small  to  list  in  the  catalogue.  If  you 
are  interested  in  any  particular  type  of  plant,  write  us  about  it. 
We  may  be  able  to  supply  your  needs. 

After  having  tried  several  experiments  in  the  make-up  of  our 
catalogue,  we  have  decided  that  it  is  the  simplest  and  most  satis¬ 
factory  to  list  all  items  alphabetically,  rather  than  to  make  dif¬ 
ferent  sections  for  new  introductions,  shrubs,  etc.;  so  we  have 
made  no  separate  section  except  for  the  irises.  We  have  been 
able  to  add  quite  a  number  of  fine  new  plants  to  this  year’s  cata¬ 
logue,  but  in  some  cases  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  withdraw 
plants  in  order  to  increase  our  stock.  We  have  not  found  it  pos¬ 
sible  to  include  cultural  directions,  but  this  year  we  have  ap¬ 
pended  a  simple  key.  S'  indicates  a  sunny  situation;  Sh  means 
shade  is  required;  S-sh  means  semi-shad©;  B  means  that  a  plant 
is  bulbous. 

We  have  become  very  much  intereseted  in  dwarf  evergreens 
in  the  last  few  years,  and  are  accumulating  a  good  stock  of  these 
slow  growing  miniature  trees.  (They  are  especially  suitable  for 
rock  garden  use,  as  they  grow  very  slowly  and,  once  established, 
they  require  very  little  attention.) 

It  is  rather  a  problem  to  find  suitable  low  growing  shrubs  for 
the  rock  garden,  but  we  are  happy  to  say  that  we  have  a  really 
fine  collection  of  them  which  includes  the  rare  Kalmiopsis  Leachi- 
ana,  dwarf  brooms  of  many  kinds,  dwarf  rhododendrons,  low 
growing  heathers  and  many  other  miniature  shrubs. 

In  addition  to  the  dwarf  evergreens  and  shrubs,  we  have  an 
unusually  complete  collection  of  flowering  onions,  campanulas, 
saxifrages.  We  also  have  a  fine  variety  of  thymes,  micromerias, 
teucriums  and  other  aromatic  plants  which  will  prove  a  welcome 
addition  to  the  scented  garden.

The  iris  is  one  of  the  most  versatile  plants.  There  are  dwarf  varie¬ 
ties,  and  tall,  stately  kinds  which  reach  a  height  of  four  feet  or  more. 
There  are  iris  blooms  as  dainty  as  orchids,  tall  flamboyant  bearded 
irises,  and  deep  sombre  varieties  from  the  Orient.  There  are  few  weeks 
in  the  year  in  which  some  sort  of  iris  does  not  bloom,  and  few  situations 

in  the  garden  where  some  variety  will  not  thrive.  There  is  a  great  range 

of  color  also:  white,  yellow,  orange,  bronze,  and  all  shades  of  blue, 
violet  and  purple — in  fact  nearly  every  color  except  bright  red. 

We  are  glad  to  welcome  visitors  to  our  garden  at  any  time,  even 

in  winter  when  the  lovely  iris  Stylosa  is  in  bloom.  In  March  many  of 

the  bulbous  irises  flower,  and  early  in  April  the  dwarf  bearded  irises 
begin  to  bloom.  From  then  until  July  the  garden  is  full  of  color.  We 
recommend  a  visit  to  our  gardens  in  the  blooming  season,  as  we  feel 
that  better  selections  can  be  made  if  the  plants  are  seen  in  bloom  in  the 
field.
